Russia's Hold Broken. 


For the last twenty days since the 


Atistro-Gormans took Przemysl 
from 


the forces oi' Emperor Nicholas, it has 
beer, the objective p£ a series of fierce 
and concentrated advances' on 
the 


part of 
the 
Teutonic allies. 
Their 


success will have a far-reaching po- 
litical effect as the driving out ot the 
Russians from Galicia is counted -up- 
on in Berlin to 
heln maintain the 


status quo in the Balkans. 


The capture of Lemburg was one ot 


the earliest important successes of the 
Russians. 
They pushed onward rap- 


idly in Galicia and at the high water 
mark of the invasion found almost a.i 
tiie province in their hands. 
They 


approached within striking distance o£ 
Cracow at the western end 
of the 


province close to the German fron- 
tier, stormed the heights and passes 
of 
the Carpathian mountains which 


separate Galicia from Hungary; and 
to the- east swept down through the 
crown lanii of, Bukowina to the Rou- 
manian frontier. 


All that, has been changed by the 


steady succession of Au'atro-German 
victories 
f the last few weeks. The 
change began with the launching of 
a great drive fr.om Uracpw eastvv'ard. 
Great numbers of German troops' were 
sent to assist the Austrlans as well 
as a vast amount of field artillery. 
The use of artillery by the Teutonic 
allies has been described by the cor- 
respondent as ou a scale never before 
undertaken. 
Its 
effectiveness was 
relatively increased by shortage of 
shells on the part of the Russians, 
which is believed to have contributed 
largely to the weakening of their re- 
sistance. 


First Successes Followed Up. 


The Austro-German army 
pushed 
forward eastward through -Galicia, re- 
capturing Przemysl, June 3, and then 
without pause struck at Lemburg from 
th» south and west. At no point were 
tiHi Russians able to withstand the 
terrific bombardment directed against 
their positions and an even line of 
defense near Grodek, sixteen 
miles 
west of Lemburg, of 
great, natural 
strength, proved to be untenable. 
With Lemburg now in her hands, 
Austria has 
reclaimed virtually the 


whole province of Galicia. The fight- 
ing in this campaign has been, of un- 
usual intensity with heavy 
losses. 
The figures 
of killed, wounded and 
captured, as given in Austro-German 
and Russian official statements, run 
into the hundreds of thousands. 
Russia had mad .5 plans for perma- 
nent occupation oJ Galicia. bringing 
in officials to set up official adminis- 
tration in the territory as far as it 
was taken 
Lemburg was re-christen- 


ed Lvov, the old Russian Polish name. 
The city has a population of about 


200.000 and is an Important Austrian 
military station. It is jVnown for its 
imposing buildings. The city is pro- 
jected by outlying forts, although its 
Sjefenses'are much inferior to those of

WILSON INTERESTED 


IN PLANS TO BRING 


IN GERMAN IMPORTS 


Plight of New York Importer* Will Be 


Heard—Held by England'! Order 


in Council Decree. 
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-Washington, 
June 
23.—President 


Wilson has taken an interest In the 
effort of New York importers to bring 
in goods from Germany which have 
been held up by the British Order-in- 
Council, and has directed Secretary 
Lansing to confer with the delegation. 
The president would receive the dele- 
gation himself, it was said, but for 
the fact that he leaves for the sum- 
mer White House at Cornish, N. H., 
tonight. 


White House 
officials 
are 
unin- 
formed first hand of the plans of im- 
porters, but from other sources they 
understand they would charter steam- 
ers to bring in goods bought or con- 
tracted for In Germany beiore March 
1. Much of the- merchandise now is 
at Rotterdam,' it is said, and other 
consignments are enrpute from Ger- 
many to Dutch ports. 


Before June 15, such goods were 
being brought to the United States by 
special permit issued by the British 
government, but since then no per- 
mits have been issued. It is esti- 
mated that probably $50.000,000 worth 
of merchandise is involved.

London, June 23.—There is no halt 
in the advance in the'cost of living 
in England. The index figures in the 
London Statist show that the average 
increase in orices of food-stuffs since 
the 
beginning of the war is 43 per 
cant. This represents an increase of 
about a billion dollars in the sum ex- 
pended for food since August 1. The 
disconcerting thine about these fig- 
ures to the English student of statis- 
tics is that' the greater part of the 
prc-flt from higher prices will accrue 
to farmers 
in 
foreign 
countries, 
whereas a hundred years ago. durins 
the Napoleonic wars, practically 
the 
whole of the advantage of the high 
prices then current was reaped by 
British- farmers and landowaeds. 
' In normal times, a great rise, in 
prices tehecks consumption, but so 
far as England is concerned the pres- 
ent advance has failed to do this, tlie 
enormous 
war 
expenditure liaviim 
broucht much additional income to 
the industrial classes, with the result 
that the purchasing power of the ir.ass' 
of people has increased .more than 
sufficiently to provide for

vance in the cost of living. 
Conse- 
quently, there has been no reduction 
In consumption-. In fact, the consump- 
tion of food in recent 
months

WINDOW CLEANER. 


A reader aays she has found that a 
bag 
filled 
with 
powdered 
pumice 
etone Is an excellent window cleaner. 
She makes 
the bag of 
unbleached 
cotton cloth of a soft quality, not too 
•firm. When finished the bag is six 
Inches wide, and twelve Inches long. 
Into this she puts about one-eighth 
of a pound of the pumice stone. 
To< 
prevent soiling this bag it Is slipped 
Into a cheesecloth case that can be 
removed and washed. 
No water ia 
used on the window, but it is rubbed 
first with a piece 
ot tissue paper, 
then polished with the bag.

as possible; then mix with the cress 
hard-boiled 
eggs chopped flue and 
seasoned with salt and pepper. Have 
a stale loaf of bread (rye preferred) 
and some fresh 
butter, and 
with a 
sharp knife cut as many thin slices 
as will be required 
for two dozen 
sandwiches; then cut the cress into 
small pieces, removing 
the stems: 
place it between each slice of bread 
and butter, with a slight sprinkling 
of lemon juice; press down the slices 
hard and cut them sharply on a board 
into small squares, leaving no crust. 


Spring Vegetable Soup—Half 
pint 
green peas, two 
shredded 
lettuces, 
onion, a 
small hunch 
of 
parsley, 
two ounces butter, the yolks of three 
agss, one pint of water, one and a 
.half quarts of soup stock. Put in a 
stew pan with one pint of water and 
•let them, simmer till tender. 
Season 
with salt and 
pepper. 
When 
done 
•strain off the vegetables and put two- 
thirds of the liquor with the 
stock. 
Beat up the yolks of the eggs with 
the other third, toss it over the flre 
and at the moment of serv.ing add this

Peas In Turnip Cupi—Steam 
fine 
even sized turnips until tender,; hol- 
low out a small piece from the tor 
o£ each to form cup.

When cold beat 
in one at a time two unbeaten eggs.

struck by an enemy's shell from a 
big gun." 
This 
is Dr, Woods' tenth 
trip 
abroad. He has visited and attended 


, world congresses of surgeons in all 
: the European countries and in Eng- 
| land. 
Dr. Woods, although not admitting 
himself as a. sympathizer of the Ger- 
man cause displayed so much intelli- 
gence and talked so freely regarding 
the operations of the kaiser's forces 
that it could be freely inferred that 
he was pro-German at heart, although 
not in any case pro-German of a rabid 
nature. After speaking o£ the. success 
of the armies of the Fatheriand to 
date and conveying the 
impression' 


that in a vague manner he looked for 
Germany to win, he turned to a. short 
scientific discussion of Germany. 
"We Americans have a whole lot to 
look up to in respect to that prover- 
bial 'German Kultur.' In ivery lice 
o"f science we have to. take off our 
hats to the Germans. It is not the 
'hurry up and get the long green' 
spirit that we Americans know so well 
that stands out so prominently in the 
German. It is his plugging that we 
admire. From German concentration 
the world has been given thousands 
of scientific facts. The studious spirit 
of this country has advanced it far 
above that of any other nation. Even 
in this war (he German has again and 
again showed his efficiency and he 
will continue to do so until force of 
superior numbers, if such should be 
the case, shall force him to his 
knees."

YIELD OF TOBACCO 


CAN BE IMPROVED 


BY USE OF POTASH 


Bureau of Plant Industry Glvet Re. 
aulti of Experiment* on Supple- 


• 
merit Manure.

Washington, June 23;—The, yield 
and the quality of tobacco can be im- 
proYed, the Bureau of Plant Industry 
finds after a series of investigations, 
by the use of potash and phosphoric 
acid as a supplement to barn manure. 
This was proved in New York and 
Pennsylvania. 
In the dark tobacco 
district of Kentucky it was found that 
liberal nee of phosphates will make 
tobacco growing -more profitable. 
Encouragement of interest in win- 
ter cerelas in the 
south 
has been 
part of the-work of the Bureau and 
much has ' been accomplished by the 
distribution 
of 
pure 
varieties of 
wheat, it is reported but a new cot- 
ton industry appears likely to be de- 
veloped in the Southwestern, states 
outside of what has been considered 
the cotton belt. 
Protection against 
the boll weevil is afforded by the -dry 
climate, which also allows the crop to 
be sent to market in better condition. 
The higher cost of labor-and-of trans- 
portation will be overcome by these 
advantages-it is believed. 
A new insecticide carrying the for- 
midable name, "para-dichlorobenzene" 
lias been tested with favorable 
re- 
sults by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Being non-inflammable and in- 
expensive, it has distinct advantages 
over many other disinfectants. While 
deadly to insects, it is harmless 
to 
ding to fabrics, as is the case with 
humang and it possesses no odor to 
many insecticides. 
It is not neces- 
sary to sprinkle it all over the prem- 
ises, either, as one needs to do with 
camphor and napthalene sometimes; 
merely exposing • a sufficient quantity 
in one or two. open receptacles placed 
above the inesfted 'cases, good or ma- 
terial which require 
fumigation is 
sufficient. 
Moths, flies, roaches, 
ants 
and 
aphides are readily killed by paradi- 
chlorebenzene 
used • in 
ordinary 
strength. The action is primarily on 
the insect's nervous system. 
When 
a moth is exposed to the vapors for 
a few seconds it first displays great 
excitement 
or uneasiness, 
followed 
closely by spasmodic convulsions, ut- 
ter which it turns over on its 
back 
and dies. 
Senstive persons should 
not 
re- 
main for a long time in a closed room 
where para-dichlorobenzene is freely 
exposed, as the odor may cause an- 
noyance.

Fifty per cent of the grad- 
uates have had to wait for one to 
three years to find employment. The 
large cities are already 
overstocked 
with lawyers. 
Some doctors of law

mats. Thisr is: a -very tedious arid ex- 
pensive, practice; vb'ut;.where;, a '-good' 
lawn is : involved • the results justify 
the expense. '.Rational fertilizing and 
careful watering; during the summer 
help to overcome, the effect of: weeds.
